Those  dates  vd.ll  be  here  before  we  realize  it.  Come  prepared  to  make  your  camp 
training  the  best  spiritual  experience  you  have  ever  had.  Remember,  we  are  condi¬ 
tioning  ourselves  at  Merrowvista  for  the  job  of  living  and  leading  and  serving.  To 
do  these  things  well,  means  that  we  must  first  get  our  own  power-house  in  order. 
That  is  what  Merrowvista  is  for.  The  world  needs  Founder  trained  leaders,  and  it 
needs  the  Founder  philosophy  of  Balanced  Fourfold  Living. 

Twenty-five  summers  ago  the  first  Founder  Older  Boys’  and  Girls’  Camp-Conferences 
were  held  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin.  Thirty-seven  boys  and  forty- 
nine  girls  enrolled  that  first  year.  They  came  from  thirteen  states  and  provinces. 

Many  things  have  happened  since  those  historic  days  of  1914.  From  the  standpoint 
of  enrollment,  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  gross  attendance  of  the 
camps  during  the  past  twenty-four  seasons  has  passed  the  17,000  mark.  According 
to  the  records  every  state,  as  well  as  nearly  every  province  of  Canada,  has  been  re¬ 
presented.  Campers  last  summer  came  from  forty-five  of  the  forty-eight  states. 

Another  outstanding  achievement  has  been  the  growth  of  the  camps  of  The  American 
Youth  Foundation,  which  were  organized  by  the  Founders  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  the  original  objectives  and  ideals  of  the  camp-conferences  as  they  applied  in 
the  early  days  of  the  camps. 

Two  great  camps  have  been  built  by  the  Foundation  -  Camp  Merrowvista  in  the  White 
Mountains  of  New  Hampshire,  and  Camp  Miniwanca  in  Michigan.  More  than  1100  campers 
and  loaders  annually  attend  the  various  camps  and  camp-conferences  of  the  Founda¬ 
tion  in  theso  two  great  youth  training  centers.  The  two  camps  are  reserved  wholly 
for  the  Christian  character  enrichment  and  leadership  training  of  youth. 
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The  Founder  camps  stand,  first  for  the  Balanced  Fourfold  Development  of  Youth, 
and  second  for  the  Training  of  Christian  Leaders  for  all  of  life’s  vocations. 

This  will  be  the  25th  season  of  the  Founder  Camps.  Many  old  campers  and  leaders 
are  planning  to  attend  the  Reunion  which  will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  camps. 

1938  will  therefore  be  ft.  historic  year  in  Founder  Camp  circles.  If  you  are  an  old 
camper,  make  this  a  ’’come  back”  year.  No  matter  how  long  you  have  been  out  of  tho 
camp,  the  fact  that  you  have  once  been  a  camper  makes  you  eligible  to  attend.  Come 
and  recapture  some  of  the  old  values  which  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  years  may  have 
caused  you  to  lose.

From  this  camp  conference  on  Nilgiris  (8000  feet  above  the  plains  of 
India)  I  greet  you.  I  sit  here  all  packed  to  go  in  true  camp  style  - 
but  I  cannot  leave  this  place  without  this  ceremony  of  a  note  to  you. 


We  have  been  in  camp  eighteen  days.  Girls  are  here  from  Ceylon,  Burma 
and  all  over  India,  This  first  conference  of  the  season  has  been  a 
Student  Camp  Conference.  How  many,  many  times  I’ve  thought  of  camp  at 
Merrowvista,  and  coveted  for  all  of  you  a  peek  at  us  in  sarees,  Burmese 
dress  and  Ceylonese  saree  drape.  Aside  from  the  dress  and  a  few  varia¬ 
tions  of  custom,  there  is  no  difference.  They  love  to  hear  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  the  fourfold  life  and  the  motto,  "Be  your  own  best  self  all  of 
the  time”,  just  as  we  did  back  there  on  the  first  hillside  at  Geneva 
Po int . 


I  meet  my  husband  (after  a  week-end  with  the  girls  over  at  Kodaikarnal 
on  the  Palnis  Hills  v/here  they  are  in  boarding  school)  and  we  go  on  to 
"ashmir.  Enroute  to  that  spot  in  the  Himalayans  we  spend  two  days  at 
i^ra  with  the  Taj  Mahal  and  then  again  stop  in  Delhi  -  our  Washington 
D.  C.  of  India. 

India  is  a  great  old  country.  It’s  a  wonderful  time  to  live  in  her 
midst,  as  she  seeks  a  peaceful  solution  to  her  restlessness  and  desire 
for  individuality.  There  is  no  other  place  in  the  world  where  so  many 
people  (350,000,000,  speaking  over  200  languages  and  divided  into  seven 
distinct  religions)  are  striving  toward  a  united  government. 

As  we  trek  along  the  glaciers  in  Kashmir  I  shall  think  of  you  at  camp. 
There  are  no  words  of  gratitude  for  camp’s  contribution  to  my  life,  I 
feel  an  increasing  appreciation  for  the  way  of  life  it  taught  and  demon¬ 
strated.

DRIVING  TO  CAMP 

Plan  to  arrive  by  mid-afternoon  of  the  above  dates.  First  session  of  the  camp 
is  held  at  5:30  P.M.  DO  NOT  COME  EARLY. 

The  best  way  to  travel  to  camp  by  car  is  to  make  Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire,  your 
general  destination  point.  From  there  go  to  Tuftenboro,  Hew  Hampshire,  and  fol¬ 
low  Camp  Merrowvista  and  American  Youth  Foundation  signs  posted  along  the  road. 

TRAVELING  BY  TRAIN 

Campers  traveling  all  the  way  by  train  are  given  permission  to  arrive  in  camp  on 
Saturday  afternoon  preceding  the  opening  date  of  camp  -  there  being  no  Sunday 
trains  to  Mountain  View.  Campers  will  be  cared  for  overnight  at  no  additional 
charge,  but  a  nominal  rate  of  sixty  cents  will  be  made  for  the  two  additional 
meals. 

If  you  are  coming  by  way  of  Boston,  take  Boston  &  Maine  train  or  bus  from  North 
Station  to  Mountain  View,  New  Hampshire.  Inquire  about  the  advantage  of  pur¬ 
chasing  a  round-trip  ticket.  There  may  be  a  Summer  Tourist  Rate.  There  will 
be  auto  connections  from  Mountain  View  to  camp.  The  train  schedule  will  be:
